He had clasp- 
ed the girl in his arms and had nearly 
reached the door when they were caught 
in the flames and father and daughter per- 
ished before the eyes of the agonized moth- 
tr. 


The Baron de Mackau had a similar ex- : 


perience, Seven times he penetrated the 
flaming ruins in search of his sister, each 
time to save another, and only to see his 
sister, later, fall before his eyes, when he 
no longer had strength to lift her. 

The Marquise d’Aigle was rescued by a 
fireman after she had given herself up as 
lost. All her friends had fallen around 
her and she was on her knees in prayer, 
awaiting death, when a fireman caught her 
up and succeeded in extricating her, though 
she was frightfully burned. 3 

The ladies who succeeded In escaping 
rushed shrieking madly into the courtyards 
of adjoining houses, wildly beseeching help. 

The fact that the faces and heads of the 
dead were so horribly charred and disfig- 
ured _ is explained by the fact that the capes 
worn were generally of filmsy material 
and were the first articles of apparel to 
catch fire. 

The bazaar’*was opposite Baron Roth- 
schild’s stables, and one of the grooms 
saved many of the people whose clothing 
was in flames by drenching them with the 
stable hose. 

General Meunier, with his clothes ablaze, 
rushed into the stable yard and plunged 


into a tank of water. 


The atmosphere of the hall in the Palais 


Industries, where the burned bodies 


were ranged, 
there again most heartrending &cenes were 
witnessed. Men, women and children pass- 
ed up and down, weeping distractedly, be- 
fore the lines of black bodies, eagerly 
scanning the terrible remains and now and 
then throwing themselves down by the side 
of some seemingly unrecogfiizable corpse, 
which they, by an inatinct which an outsid- 
er could not understand, made some dear- 
ly loved one and missing relative. 

An American Lady’s Narrow Escape. 

Mrs. F. 3. Gilmour, of New York, had 
a narrow escape. She had consented to 
act as a saleswoman at the stall of Mme. 
Costa Beauregard. She left the hotel Ter- 
minus, where she was staying, about half- 
past 1 o'clock, accompanying the Vicom- 
teese Savigny. The sale was going well 
when suddenly her maid cried: ‘‘Madame, 
sauves vous vofia le feu.”” (Madame, save 
yourself, there is a fire.’’) 

Mrs. Gilmour with wonderful presence of 
mind, rushed toward the main entrance, 
but seeing the danger of being trampled 
to death, she ran to the rear of the build- 
ing, where she saw a window openei in 
the wall through which qe soon reached 
the street. 

Manager Ctari, the papal nuncio, who had 
attended tv pronounce his blessing upon 
the bazaar, sayeh« was. talking to the 
Duchess @ Aléncon at ten minutes.to 4 
o'clock, He adds:

Was Trampled To Death.

Her mother 
trie¢c to pull her from the blazing fire, but 
She said: ‘T® is useless; save yourself, as 
I shall die in any case.’ Her mother. re- 
plied: ‘I shall not leave you. I will take 
you or stay and die with you.’ Both es- 
caped, though severely injured.” 

The Abbe Mardot says that Comtesse 
Villenueve, returned to search for her two 
daughters. Failing tu find them she per- 
ished herself. 

M. Lepine, the prefect of police, who is 
severely censured for lack of proper su- 
pervision of the preparations and arrange-

Duchess d’Alencon’s Body Identified. 

The body of the Duchess d’Alencon has 
been identified. The secretary of the pre- 
fecture, accompanied by the maid of the 
duchess and a footman belonging to the 
household of the duke, examined the rows 
of bodies. The two servants stopped be- 
fore a blackened and mutilated corpse. 

They declared it was the remains of the 
mistress and also sent for the dentist of the 
duchess. The latter after examining the 
corpse for half an hour declared it was that 
of the duchess. 

The Duchess d’Alencon was the sister 
of the Empress of Austria and of the wife 
of Prince Ferdinand of Orleans. She was 
a duchess of Bavaria, and was born in 1847, 
and married in 1868. Her daughter, Prin- 
cess Louise, is married to Prince Alphonse 
of Bavaria, and her son, Prince Philippe, 
is the husband of Princess Henriette of Bel- 
gium. 

Among the articles picked up in the ruins 
was a ring inscribed, “Ferdinand d’Ordino— 
Sophie de Bavioro,’’ the names of the Duke 
and Duchess d’Alencon, doubtless the be- 
trothal ring of her highness, the Duchess 
ad’Alencon. A silver watch, attached to a 
gold brooch, was also recognized as the 
property of the duchess. 

Many Heartrending Scenes. 

Tertible scenes continued to be enacted 
at the Palais de l'Industrie this afternoon. 
The mother of the four-year-old child, Al- 
fred David, ®ne of the victims, arrived 
during the day for the purpose of taking 
the body away with her.

Horrible Night Scenes. 

The scene atmig*ht was a remarkable one. 
Long lines of infantry were drawn in cor- 
don around the @readful spot. The bonfires 
end torches, electric lights and gas jets 
used to illuminate the scene reflected upon 
the bayonets and accounterments of the 
soldiers and threw a ghastly inllumination 
upon the ‘houses in the vicinity, the win- 
dows of which were crowded during most of 
the night with people watchidg the work 
of horror. 

Every now and then a hearse would be 
called from the line of vehicles stationed in 
proximity to the scene of the fire, a black 
mass of what was but so recently joyous 
humanity would be tenderly lifted into it 
and another unfortunate victim of the con- 
flagration would be taken to ofie of the 
temporary morgues, in the Palais de Il'In- 
dustries or at the neighboring Hospital 
Beaupon. 

Frequently as many as a dozen hearses 
were gathered together in ‘the courtyard of 
the palais and opposite the entrance of that 
building hundreds of coffins were ranged, 
ready to receive the bodies of those who 
had perished in that terrible stampede, and 
who had subsequently in most cases been 
charred beyond recognition. 

The scenes witnessed among those who 
remained about the fatal spot throughout 


, the night. unable to tear themselves away 


indifferent to the entreaties of their friends 
or relatives, baffled description. Upon sev- 
eral occasions a distracted father or moth- 
er, half mad with grief, would endeavor 
to force a way through the line of soldiers 
or the inner line of police drawn about the 
blackened ruins. 

Children were there, weeping for lost 
parents, and the old and the young and 
the middle-aged joined in the murmurs of 
lamentation and exchanged hopes and 
fears.

London, May 6—A dispatch to The Times 
from Vienna, says: ~ 

“Net until this morning (Wednesday) had 
the emperor and empress of Austria heard 
that the Duchese d’Alencon was among thc 
victims. The empress was devotedly at- 
tached to her sister and is completely over- 
come by tthe bereavement. The dinner 
which was to be given2o the queen regent 
and the queen of Holignd at the Chateau 
Lainz, where the empefor and empress are 
staying, has been cancelled. 

“The empress has been weeping all day 
over the loss of her favorite sister, and 
declined to receive food or nourishment. 

“This morning none of the attendants 
dared place a newspaper at her majesty’s 
breakfast table. When she did not find it 
in its usual place she called for it and 
opened it, trembling with anxiety. 

“She could not believe that her sister, 
the Duchess d’Alencof, Was more than 
injured. After breakfast she went for her 
usual walk in the Deef park surrounding 
the fairy lake castle Lainz. She went alone. 

“Before she returned’ to her room she 
had received a telegram from her sister, 
the Countess Trani, who is in Paris, con- 
firming the news of the death of the 
duchess. 

‘‘The empress burst Into sobs, returned 
to the castle and with her two daughters 
went to her boudoir, which she has not mae 
since.’’ 


FIRE DESTROYS FINE RESIDENCE 


Many Valuable Paintings Desfroyed 
with the Building.

gress a bill providing for the sale of the 
present postoffice; the purchase of a site 
for a new building and the erection of a 
new postoffice and federal courthouse that 
would prove adequate to the needs of the 
business here. The bill has not been her- 
alded to the public, and few of Mr. Living- 
sion’s constituents knew that he had of- 
fered such a measure. 
‘TheSili was considered by congress and 
then referred to the cominittee on public 
buildings and improvements. No definite 
action has been taken on the bill so far as. 
is known, but from very evident steps that 
are being made, it is certain that the com- 
mittee strongly favors the new building 
and ts contemplating giving its recommend- 
ation to the measure, which is equivalent 
to the passage of the bill, and incidentally 
the erection of the federal building here.

To do good and efficient work, Mr. Mar- 
bury thinks that “his offices should be ad- 
joining and connected. At present they are 
very inconventently arranged. Two of the 
offices are at one end of the building on the 
fourth floor, and the others are away down 
at the other end of the third floor. 

Mr. Marbury has written to the depart- 
ment at Washington in response to the 
letter received by him, and has explained 
the very inconvenient and unsatisfactory 
situation that at present exists. He has 
also sent®to the supervising architect a 
diagram of the kind of Offices he thinks 
are required for the weather bureau. 

Mr. Angier Joins In. : 

Mr. Edgar A. Angier, the United States 
district attorney, is one of the stanchest 
friends of Mr. Livingston’s bill. His office 
being so cramped, he experiences the great 
need of a new building, and is very much 
in earnest in his efforts to get the building 
here. He said yesterday that Mr. Living- 
ston’s bill should pass, as @ new building 
was about as badly meeded- here as any~ 
thing else. Mr. Angier could utilize twice 
the space he has now, and then not have 
more room than he absolutely needs. 

If the new building is erected, it will be 
almost certain to bring two great govern- 
ment bureaus here, and it is very probable 
that another of the largest federal depart- 
ments in the south would be brought to 
Atlanta.

In supporting this proposition the com- 
missioners stated that in any matter where 
$150,000 was involved it would not do to 
act hastily. That no one could be hurt by 
a week's delay, and that he considered that 
time necessary in which to think the prop- 
osition over. “I don’t want to appear as 
opposed to the move, but I cannot vote for 
it this morning.” 

Mr. Jack Spalding stated that he thought 
it a rare bargain to get the old courthouse 
off the county’s hands. A new courthouse 
was absolutely necessary and would cer- 
tainly have to be built in the next few 
years. That there was not nearly enough 
room in the old building, and that by 
selling it the people would be saved over 
$100,000 in taxation necessary for an entire- 
ly new structure and with the old place 
bringing in no revenue whatever. 

Commissioner E. B. Rosser supported the 
sale warmly. He stated that the county 
could, by selling the old jail and other 
properties in the city, realize enough to 
make the difference between the purchase 
price to be paid by the cily and the addi- 
tional amount to be expended in erecting 
an enlarged courthouse. | 

Chairman Adair stated that the question 
of delay must not be raised. That the cijty 
treasurer was making out his estimate for 
the coming year and that if the $30,000 for 
the new courthouse should be paid, thd deal 
must be closed within the next few days. 

Judge Palmer stood pat and insisted that 
the ayes and noes should be called on his 
substitute to lay the matter over, 

The author of the substitute alone voted 
for it and the effort to postpone action was 


lost. 
City’s Offer Accepted, 

Then the resolution to accept the city’s 
offer was taken up and passed. This done, 
Mr. Spalding introduced the following res- 
olution looking toward the erection of. a 
new courthouse as early as possible: 

“Resolved, That the committee on public 
buildings proceed at once to arrange for 
the drawings of plans and specifications 
for a new courthouse to be built on the 
lot owned by the county, the building not 
to cost more than $250,000; and also to as- 
certain the cost of such plans and specifica- 
tions and report at once to the beard. 

“That the chairman of this board call a 
special meeting of the board when said 
committee on public buildings is ready to 
noe oh to receive and act upon such re-

and the deal betvasen the city and county 
was sealed.

Claimed That the People Can Be Saved 
Many Dollars 


LIVE MEETING OF COUNTY FATHERS 


They Pass on Many Topics of Interest. 
Tax Collectors Out \of Pocket. 
Constables Get a Roast--Va- 
riety of Matters Taken 
Up by Board. 


The fight on the present system of fees 
as compensation for county officials, whiich 
has long lain dormant, was renewed at 
the meeting of the county commissioner’s 
meeting held yesterday morning. 

A discussion of the subject was brought 
about by large bills the county was called 
upon to pay on account of insolvent costs. 
That is the costs in those cases where the 
defendants are incapable of payimg the 
amount and also in the case of pauper 
criminals; It seems that every year $3,000 
is appropriated to the solicitor of the su- 
perior court for these items, $1,200 to the 
clerk of the courts and a similar amount 
to ‘the sheriff. | 

The résult was the passing of a resolu- 
tion directing the legislative committee of 
the commissioners to take active steps to- 


ward having a bill enacted by the legisla- 
ture placing the officials on salaries by the 
time the terms of the present incumbents 


expire. 

Commissioner Jack Spalding made the 
first move in the matter, and it soon de- 
veloped that the whole board was in sym- 
pathy with the move to do away with the 
fee system. The officials to be affected by 
the measure should the legislature act 
according to the wish of the county fa- 
thers woypld be the sheriff, ordinary, clerks 
of ‘the courts, state and city solicitors. Mr. 
Spalding declares that where these of- 
ficers are now drawing from $8,000 to $15,000 
yearly, the same efficient work could be 
done for $3,000 or $4,000 to the office. 

“T have not consulted with any member 
ef the board on this subject and bring it 
up merely to test your feeling on the sub- 
ject,” said Mr. Spalding. “It is a shame 
that these enormous fees should be paid 
out and it ought not to be done It is an 
absolute waste of public money. 

Others Have the System. 

“We have the example of several city 
officials before us. The fee system was 
abolished by them several years ago, and 
the efficiency of the officials remain the 
same. There are just as good men now try- 
ing for these offices at a salary as there 
were when the fee system was in vogue. 
The efficiency comes from the fact that if 
such was not the case the people would 
soon turn them out. 

“Tt is mot my intention or desire to cut 
off the present officiais. These men are 
all right. They were elected with the idea 
of getting fat f and perquisites and, of 
course. are entitled to them. But when 
their terms of office expire, the new men 
should be put in on salaries. To do this we 
must have a dill passed by the legislature 
authorizing the change. This fee system 
was put into existence some sixty odd years 
ago, when it was never thought there would 
be such a big town as Atlanta in the state. 
Now these fees and perquisites have grown 
to an enormous amount. I believe we can 
get good men to do the work at a good 
salary as with the fee system and thus 
save to the country many thousands of 
dollars annually.”’ 

Each member of the board concurred with 
Mr. Spalding and a resolution to take ac- 
tive steps toward placing the officers of 
Fulton county on salaries instead of the 
present fee system was heartily indorsed 
and referred to the legislative committee. 

This committee is composed of Messrs. 
Palmer, Spalding and Rosser. 

Roast for the Constables. 

The county constables came in for a 
roast. During the reading of the report of 
the finance committee, Mr. Rosser stated 
they had approved a number of bonds ac- 
cepted by the constables. Mr. Palmer 
wanted to know if the commissioners were 
compelled to approve these bonds. Said he: 

‘‘These constables abuse this power given 
to them. Take the case of a man bound 
over from the justice to the superior court. 
The constable and his man start for the 
jail. The constable never reaches there 
with his man and the jafler never lays 
eyes on the prisoner. The constable says 
to the man: ‘Here, you give me $% and I 
will get you a bond.’ The fellow gives him 
the sum. Then the constable gets up a 
@vorthless bond and accepts it, as he has 
the. power to approve any such bonds.”’ 

“Yes, that’s a fact and it is a regular 
snap,’’ said Mr. Adair. 

All the commissioners had a say on the 
matter, but no definite action was taken. 

Mr. Stewart Out of Pocket. 

The petition of A. P. Stewart and T. M. 
Armistead, tax collectors, asking that they 
be refunded various sums amounting to 
$200, expended in stamps in sending notifi- 
cations to delinquent tax payers.

“Im connection with this,” added Mr. 
Adair, “I want to call attention to the way 
criminals are being allowed to escape the 
state courts. Here a whole lot of people 
have been arrested of late for gambling. 
They were taken before the city recorder 
and some are now working for the city. 
These cases were purely punishable in the 
state courts and should have been tried 
there. Here we are paying two bailiffs the 
handsome salary of $100 per month for this 
very business of getting these cases, but 
they don’t seem to be doing much. 

“Another thing. They go to work and 
convict a man in the city courts and send 
him to jail in default of a $500 fine. There 
he is allowed to remain while efforts are 
being made to raise the amount of his fine. 
Then they come alomg and release him at a 
reduction of $250. We get no benefit out of 
it, but the county has ¢0 pay the freight. 
There was Will Harp, he was released in 
that manner. Now he would have made an 
excellent bookkeeper out at the stockade.”

Dangerous Geological Expedition Soon To 
Start from Philadelphia. 


ATLANTA BOY IN THE PARTY 


E. B. Latham Will Attempt To Climb 
18,000 Feet in Alaska’s Snow. 


THE SUMMIT HAS MEVER BEEN REACHED 


Numerous Attempts Have Been Futile. 
Party Will Be on Mountain Four - 
Months—Details of Trip. — 


Mr. E. B. Latham, an Atlantian, who is 
now in the employ of the government coast 
survey, and was formerly in the employ of 
City Engineer Clayton, is now in the city 
preparing to join a party in Philadelphia 
the next few days, who will attempt to 
ascend to the top of Mount St. Elias, in 
Alaska, one of the highest peaks on this 
continent, the snow-covered crest of which 
has never been trod by the foot of man. 

The expedition wiil be under the aus- 
pices of the Geological Society of Phila- 
deiphia, which sent Peary on his famous 
exploration to the morth pole. The object 
is selely for scientific purposes, as the re- 
gion around and on top of this mountain 
has never been explored. If this party 
gains the top of the mountain, they will 
haye not only accomplished a feat never 
but will gaze north- 
ward into a vast territory, on which hu- 
manity never laid eyes, and of which our 
geologists have only meager knowledge. 

The party, consisting of six people, will 
be headed by Mr. Henry G. Bryant, @ 
prominent member of the Geological 50- 
ciety. Mr. Latham will go aleng as the 
government representative, and if the sum- 
mit is reached, will make some important 
surveys. There will also be two of the 
men who have made a former attempt to 
climb this mountain under the guidance 
of Professor Russell, now professor of 
geology in the University of Michigan, but 
failed in their attempt. Lieutenant intri- 
can, who accompanied Peary to the north 
pole, will also be a member of the party. 

Mount St. Elias is 18,024 fect high. It Is 
rear the southern boundary of the terri- 
tory owned by the United States; about 
4.000 miles from Atlanta, and about fifty 
miles north of Yukatak bay. The summit 
is continually covered with snow the year 
round, and the mountain is considered one 
of the most dangerous to ascend in the 
world. 

About six attempts have been made to 
reach the top within the last decade, all 
of which have uroved futile. The most 
successful scaler was Professor Russell, 
who reached a heighth of 18,000 feet, when 
the air grew too rare, food gave out, and 
he- had to descend. 

The Bryant party will leave Philadelphia 
on the 17th of this month. They will sail 
from Seattle, Wash., and will land a few 
weeks later in Yukatak bay, under the 
impressive shades of the mountain from 
whese top they May never return. 

They will proceed on foot a distance of 
fifty miles, carrying their baggage as best 
they can, when they will begin prepara- 
tions for the ascent. The first 5,000 feet 
ean be climbed without great difficulty, 
where the party will camp for about two 
months, becoming accustomed to the at- 
mosphere and the cold, before they will 
begin the ascent proper. 

The mountain in some places is almost 
perpendicular. A giacter, twenty-five miles 
long, and one of the largest in the world, 
will have to be crossed. The men will be 
tied together with ropes, and will carry 
heavy spikes. Innumerable avalanches 
will have to be crossed, which may move 
at any moment, carrying death and de- 
struction in their wake. It may take two 
months to make the ascent, and the party 
expects to be on the mountain four months. 

In order to carry provisions for this 
period it would seem the men would be 
weighed down with luggage. This, how- 
ever, is not true, as concentrated food 
alone will be used, which contains only the 
nucleus of beef, ete., and a quantity of 
which the size of a man’s finger will be 
rations for two days for one.

Bondsmen Will Probably Pay the Back 
Rental Today. 
THE TIME EXPIRES AT NOON 


Yesterday Was the Day, but Governor 
Postponed It by Request. 


WITHAM WAS BEEN IN NEW YORK LATELY 


It Is Almost Certain That Rent Will 
Be Paid—If Not State Will Take 
Charge of the Road. 


It now seems almost certain that the 
Northeastern railroad will not be seized 
by the state of Georgia. 

The bondsmen have been hard at work 
since the receiver was appointed and they 
have finally almost completed arrange- 
ments wiiereby they will be able to pay 
the rent of the road and let the receiver 
remain in charge. 

Several days ago Mr. W. 8S. Witham 
went te New York and at the time it was 
understood that he went to see Richards. 
if he saw him the result of the interview 
is not known, but it was announced yes- 
terday afternoon that it was almost cer- 
tain that the bondsmen would pay the 
rent. 

Yesterday was the last day in which the 
rent could be paid, but Governor Atkinson 
extended the time until 12 o'clock today, 
and if the went is not paid at that time 
the probability is that the road will be 
seized. 

It can almost be stated positively that 
the rent will be paid and that means that 
the road will remain in the hands8 of Re- 
ceiver Dooly. 

Early yesterday it was thought that the 
bondsmen would fail to pay the rent, but 
later it was given out that the matter 
would be settled today and the receiver 
would remain in charge. 

The road was placed in the hands of a 
receiver by a petition from T. J. Ripley, 
receiver of the State Savings bank, present- 
ed in Clarke county superior court. In 
the petition asking for a receiver it was 
shown that the road was due $5,500 to the 
bank and that the debt was overdue. 

The receiver was appointed, but the day 
following was the date on which the rent, 
$4,500, was to be paid and the receiver 
could not meet it. A hearing was had be- 
fore Governor Atkinson and he agreed to 
allow the matter to go over until yester- 
day and then settle it. 

One of the bondsmen was sent to New 
York and it was then announced that the 
bondsmen would probably pay the rent and 
allow the road to stay in the hands of the 
receiver instead of reverting to the state 
as it would do was the- rent -not paid 
at the time on which it fell due. 

Yesterday the attorneys for the receiver 
saw the governor and tne result was that 
the final settlement of the matter was post- 
poned until today at 12 o’clovck, 

At that time the bondsmen will appear 
before the governor ard if they pay the 
rent the road will remain in the hands of 
the receiver, but if they fail the governor 
will undoubtedly take charge of it in the 
hame of the state.

Colonel A. E. Buck will not at present 
resign the chairmanship of the state cen- 
tral committee of the republican party of 
Georgia. 

The envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary will operate in Tokio as 
the representative of the government of the 
United States and also as the official head 
of the republican party in this state. 

This decision of Colonel Buck not to re- 
sign just now @fows out of a peculiar con- 
dition which faces his party. That he 
sticks, although apparently queer, its but 
another stroke of this fine Italian hand. 
The eagle eye of the leader sees that should 
his resignation be placed in, the ranks of 
his party would be plunged into chaotic 
confusion. There would be a scramble for 
his shoes, which would widen the pénding 
breach between the factions of republican- 
ism in Georgia. 

As soon as it was known that he was 
officially out.of the way, the new element 
would jump in and attempt to get control. 
At the same time the old line republicans 
would try to hold their own, and between 
the struggle of the two sides the party 
would suffer. This cdndition is seen to 
Colonel Buck. It does not require the col- 
lision of a cable car to make him under- 
stand politics, therefore he has been pre- 
vatied upon to hold on, and there is no 
telling when his resignation will come. 

As it is now, Walter Johnson, the pros- 
pective marshal of this district, is the 
nominal head of the party. When Colonel 
Buck was assured that he would receive 
some foreign appointment he addressed a 
circular letter to all members of the State 
central committee, informing him of his 
retirement arid expressing his own choice 
as to who would lead the Georgia forces. 
Johnson was hamed by him, and with the 
colonel’s recommendation all the rest fell 
in line and selected Walter Johnson. 

During the abs®@nce of Colonel Buck he 
will lead the Georgia forces.

GOVERNOR NOTIFIES FOUR OFFI- 
CERS TO THAT EFFECT.

Are Tax Receivers and Collectors of 
Fulton, Floyd, Houston, Craw- 
ford—Gonrpany at Fault.

Unless the American Bond and Trust 
Company makes a deposit of $50,000 “with 
the state of Georgia by June 2d the tax 
collectors and receivers in Fulton, Floyd, 
Houston and Crawford counties will be 
compelled to make new bonds to the state. 

On account of the fact that this com- 
pany which signed these bonds has not 
made the deposit required by law Governor 
Atkinson has decided that the bonds are 
iliegal and has notified the office holders 
that they will have to make new bonds 
unless the company complies with the law. 

The law recently passed by the legislature 
allowing surety and fidelity companies to 
make bonds for city, county and state 
officers provides that the company shall 
deposit with the state treasurer $50,000 in 
United States bonds or bonds of the state 
of Georgia. 

The Fidelity and Deposit Company of 
Maryland has made bonds for nineteen 
tax collectors and tax receivers in the va- 
rious counties and four other bonds were 
made, but these were by the American 
Bond and Trust Company. 

The Fidelity and Deposit Company com- 
plied with the law and made the required 
deposit. The company which signed the 
four bonds has, however, failed so far to 
make the deposit, and unless it does so 
by June Ist Governor Atkinson will cause 
the officers to make new bonds. 

The officers whose bonds have been de- 
clared illegal are T. M. Armstead, tax re- 
ceiver for Fulton county; V. T. Sanford, 
tax collector of Floyd county; M. W. Cars- 
well, tax collector of Crawford county; C. 
Db. Anderson, tax receiver of Houston 
county. 

Each of the gentlemen named has been 
notified by the governor that the company 
must comply with the law by June 2d or 
they must show cause before him why 
they should not make a new bond.

Has a Terrible Experience.

] VICTIM OF A DASTARDLY PLOT 


Tolled Off to a Dark Place by a Negro 
with Promises of Work. 


HE IS BOTH HOMELESS AND PENNILESS 


Jessie Funderburk Meets with Rough 
Treatment—His Wounds Serious. 
Detectives on the Case. 


A country youth had a rough experience | 


last might after having been in the city only 
a few hours. He was tolled cff, beaten 
nearly to death and robbed of every cent 
he had on earth. The story is as pathetic 
as it is sensational. 

Yesterday moming Jessie Funderburk, a 
ycuth about eighteen years of age, stepped 
off a train from Chesterfield, 8. C., in his 
Sunday-go-to-meeting clothes; all of his 
worldly possessions packed in a grip and 
his fortune of $10.50 snugly hid away in his 
pocket. He had left the old plantation 
home and to him Atlanta was a great new 
world, where he was to carve out his path- 
way to fortune or fame. He had been 
raised on his father’s farm and was robust 
and strong and his mind was filled with 
bright visions of the future. His father 
died last fall and that was why he decided 
to try his luck in a great metropolis. 

As he walked out of the depot he was at 
omee made to feel his importance by num- 
erous “cabbies”? and hotel porters grabbing 
at his grip. He surrendered to a porter and 
felt that the was at last somebody in the 
world as he walked along with a negro 
carrying his baggage. After dinner he took 
in the sights in the cemter of the city, and 
later in the evening he found the Decatur 
street trail. That’s when he made his first 
unfortunate step. At the corner of Decatur 
street and Piedmont avenue he was met by 
a negro who at once struck up an acquaint- 
ance and soon learned that the country 
youth was looking for work. 

“If you will pay for my supper,’’ said the 
negro, ‘I will show you where you can get 
a good situation.” 

This was evidently to find out if the youth 
had any money. The victim fell into the 
trap and taking the negro into a restaurant 
paid for the supper and displayed his little 
fortume of $10 in silver. The negro stepped 
out of the restaurant and returning in a 
few minutes told the young man to follow 
him and he would show him where he lived. 

‘You see,’’ the negro said as they walked 
along, ‘“‘I will take you to my home, where 
you can come and meet me tomorrow and 
then I will take you to the place where you 
can get the job.” 

Attacked by Highwaymen. 

The two walked out to a lot near the 
corner of Jackson street and Auburn ave- 
nue, When suddenly two other negroes came 
up and without a word of warning knocked 
the youth in the back of the’ head with a 
heavy weight, probably a pair of brass 
knucks. Dazed and@ staggering, the young 
man tried to escape by Tunning, when he 
was again struck, and with a third blow he 
fell to the earth. While prostrate he was 
robbed of every cont he had. 


After the highway robbers had left he } 


recovered sufficiently to cry out and pass- 
ersby in the street came to his aid and the 
police were notified. 

Funderburk was carried to the police sta- 
tion, where City Physician Wright exam- 
ined his wounds and found that he was 
painfully injured. 

The city detectives went at once to work 
on the case and believe they have sufficient 
clew to locate the highwaymen. 

An Object of Charity. 

In the meantime the youth is in a most 
deplorable condition. He is in a strange 
city without home, money or friends. His 
wounds will keep him laid up for several 
days. The police officers at the station- 
house were very kind to him and expres- 


' gions of sympathy were heard from all. 


“Here is a chamce for true and noble 
charity,” said one of the officers, “and 
somebody ought to give that poor fellow 
work.”’ 

There was a pathetic and at the same

dressed the young man began to reflect 
upon his finances, and he remarked to a po- 
liceman: 

“T thave only one dollar left in the world. 
This morning I met a mam who said he waa 
a friend of mine, though I never knew him 
before, and he told me to loan him a dollar, 
and I did so. He promised to pay it back 
tonight. If somebody will find the man I 
cam get the dollar.’”’

Councilman Culberson Will Materially 
Amend His Bicycle Ordinance. 


NO NECESSITY FOR LANTERNS 


Riders Will Be Required To Keep Six 
Feet from Cars Only—What 
Mr. Quiberson Says. 


Councilman Hubert Culberson, of the sev- 
enth ward, who introduced the famous 
bicycle ordinance in counc!l, which aroused 
the ire of the wheelmen of the city, has 
decided to modify his measure so as to 
meet with the demands of the wheelmen, 
and at the same time render protection 
for the public 

Mr. Culberson stated yesterday afternoon 
he would Lave the section requiring lan- 
terns on all wheels at night stricken from 
the ordinance. He has given the matter 
much consideration since the measure was 
introduced, and after consulting with prom- 
inent cyclists, and after reading the inter- 
views published In yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, he has come to the conclusion the 
lanterns would be impracticable in Atlanta. 

The councilman has acknowledged there 
is no urgent need for lanterns, considering 
the streets are so well lighted, and that 
the adoption of the section would involve 
the riders in great expense. Moreover he 
has come to the conclusion lanterns are 
impracticable on account of the belgian 
blocks, which would destroy -the lamps, 
and render it impossible to keep them in 
position. 

Mr. Culberson has also decided that the 
section to keep six fee¢ away from all ve- 
hicles is also impracticable. He claims 
this clause was suggested by Councilman 
Hutchinson, and that he never really favor- 
ed it from the start. He is convinced it 
would be utterly impossible to obey such 
a law. ‘ 


Must Avoid Street Cars. 


The section about keeping six feet away 
from all street cars, however, will stand. 
Mr. Culberson, as well as a. great many 
of fhe most prominent citizens, @s in 
favor of this section where it could be 
carried out. 

There are some streets, though. in the 
city en which it would be impossible to 
keep six feet from the car and remain on 
a wheel. This ts particularly true of 
Whitehall beyond Mitchell, where if a 
car was approaching. a wheelman would 
either be obliged to ride on the curb stone 
or get off and walk. 

Mr. Culberson will exert every effort to 
have the ordinance passed as umended. 
Yre is thorougtly convinced the reform 
would be beneficial to the public, and all 
day yesterday recefved innumerable con- 
gratulations from some of the most prom- 
inent citizens of the city on his measure, 
who hoped it would be passed. 

“I have no criticism to make,”’ said Mr. 
Culberson yesterday afternoon, “on the 
cyclers who criticised my ordinance in 
this morning’s paper. I am not working 
against the riders or the sport, as many 
seem to think, but I am out for the safety 
of the public, 

“Too many accidents are happening here 
of iate as the result of careless riding. 
Scorching should be stopped; six miles an 
hour within a mile of the union depot is 
sufficient. IT am a wheelman myself, and 
know whereof I speak. After careful con- 
sideration I do not think there is hnardly 
any necessity for lamps at night, and I 
will suggest the withdrawal of that sec- 
tion. 

“I think it my duty to legislate for the 
best interests of the people of Atlanta, and 
there should certainly be some regulation 
concerning the riding of wheels. While my 
ordinance has met with some _ disfavor 
among the wheelmen, yet a large number 
of citizens have spoken to me about the 
matter today. hoping the ordinance would 
be passed. There are a great many more 
pedestrians in Atlanta than bicycle riders, 
and I am working for the safety of the 
largest number ”

CHANGES HIS MIND 


One of the First Land Sales. of the 
Spring Yesterday. 


| MANY PRETTY LOTS WERE SOLO 


The Demand for Property Among the 
Small Buyers Was Unusually 
Great. 


The spring sales of real estate have 
opened up and the dealers feel very much 
encouraged over the condition of the mar- 
ket. At first they were a little backward

Fifteen lots were sold on Cooper street 
at $10 a front foot, three on Windsor went 
at $9 a front foot, and three on Dodd 
avenue were disposed of at $10.00 a front 
foot. This price, the real estate men say, 
is encouraging because last year they ex- 
perienced great difficulty tn finding any 
bidders at all for the property.

Even though homes are not built on the 
property the men who dropped out will 
have tu pay a higher price for the same 
lots if at any time they wish to buy it, 
because those who did buy consider that 
they have a bargain and would now refuse 
to sell at the price at which they bought. 

Other real estate will be offered for sale 
in a few days and if the result is as grati- 
fying as wus the sale yesterday, and there 
seems to be no reason why the same suc- 
eess should not be attained, it is extremely 
probable that values in real estate will 
go up several notches.
